Airlines in Trouble 

rrOR MANY YEARS the Canadian Pacific Airiines, 
^ aided by private enterprtae lupport. fought (or 
permtaxion to share the trans-Canadian air routes 
with the nationally-owned Trans-Canada Air tinea. 

The battle was partially won early in 1959 when 
the Air Transport Board gave CPA a limited khars 
of the Vsncouver-Toronto-Montreal market. - 

This move came at a time when giant new pas¬ 
senger Jets were being introduced to increase the 
speed and handlirnt capacity of the business. 

The air traffic grew fast with the Jets, but not 
fast enough to Justify the duplication of service, or 
to fill ail the available apace on the mulU-milUon 
dollar planes. 

As a result TCA, which before 19S9 was making 
a profit oikjta domesUc routes, ta now showing a kias, 
and CPA ta simiJaNy embamused. The aggregate 
TCA-CPA loss in 1961 wai $15,000,000. 

But It WAS not altogether competition which put 
the two Canadian tinea In the red. Like airlines all 
over the world, they suffered from the expensive 
advent of the Jet age. and there are indications the 
economic poahjon ta sharply improving. And may im¬ 
prove Turther over the next few years. 

At Ihs same time, rompiaoency about Canadian 
air affairs ta not Justified. 

The top executives of both airlines agree that 
the present situation ta not good. 

Gordon McGregor, president of TCA, says blunt¬ 
ly that competition in the Canadian airlinei.ia an ex¬ 
pensive nuisance and lhat a more efficient use of 
equipment would be achieved If the route patterns of 
the two companies were merged. He favors a return 
to the one-carrier concept, in one way ur another. 

Grant McConachte. president of CPA, on the 
other hand, does not think a merger ta practical but
